The Social Democratic party of Germany, as 
an organised body, sire no doubt averse to the 
acceptance of the Navy Bill. Soisthe majority 
of the Democratic “People’s Party,” and 
a section of the Progressists or “ Freisinnige.” 
‘Their persistent opposition is founded on their 
absolute dissatisfaction with the present system, 
of Government. It would’ require a hostile 
attack from abroad'to effect a change in their 
attitude, But then—the advocates of the Bi}l 
ssay—it would be too late. "When, in 4870,
